Moreover, these works, containing as they do 
the history of one .of the mathas established 
by Sri Sankara, afford a valuable record 
of the progress of Vedantic thought sub- 
sequent to the great Guru; and they furnish 
‘further. what is. _most valuable in Indian 
history, a frame- work of dates which can 
be verified more or less accurately in most 
cases. oO 

Now, a word about the authors of these 
works— 

6. Sarvajna Sadasiva Bodha, the author 
of Punya-sloka-manjari, was LIV head of the 
Kanchi matha, and he says that most of the 
verses are old, though some are his own 
composition. There is nothing improbable in 
his statement, as memorial verses (Punya- 
slokas) of successive heads of a matha are 
generally written soon after their de: mise, 
giving particulars of their lives, and the date 
and place of Siddhi. Worship is always 
offered at the Samadhi and at other places to 
the deceased guru, soon after his death and on 
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knowledge of the year, month and tithi, i€ Wand 
necessary.

Sri Sankara himself, (transferred to Kumbh 
konam-in the Tanjore District, in the endg 
a ae the eighteenth century), and presided ova 
2 ay from time to time by men of vast learnint 
ae : great piety and mighty intellect, has continu 
to be a centre of Hindu culture and religid 
in. these parts. Some of the occupants of th 
a Kamakoti pitha, as will be shown in’ th 
sequel, are among the most distinguish¢ 
teachers of Vedanta philosophy and authos 
of well-known treatises on Advaita- Vedant 
40. The Chronology of the Kamakoti Pi 
is “of: the utmost importance, as it give 
accurate dates for a4 number of events in th 
history of Indian thought. Indian history 
mainly.one of thought rather than oi action 
and chronology is its weak point. Therefo 
all information that is dated, and dated acct 
rately, is of immense importance to it. Ther 
can be no doubt of the accuracy of the chront 
; logy asa whole. The Punya-sloka-manjart give 
: only the cyclic year, the (lunar) month, parshe 
and /it/i, sometimes even the time of day, of tee 


decease of the gurus. ‘But here and there, t : 


Kah or Saka year is given, and with the heke 
of these, we can get 2 complete chronology. 
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When I say that the accuracy of the 
chronology cannot be questioned, it applies 
only to the latter part of it. We cannot say 
‘at present how far the older verses are 
genuiné. 4nd of contemporary origin. -It gives 
a very early date to Sri Sankara—one that is 
not acceptable for several reasons ; and it 
; assigns uniformly long periods to the earliest 
gurus. But we have external synchronisms 
as far back as the fifth century A.D.; and to 
me it appears that the chronology for another 
century earlier can be accepted as genuine. 
The date of Vidyaghana’s - death, 239 S.E. 
(a.D. 317), is the first date given in Saka, and 
not inthe Kali era. We find that the periods 
allotted to the gurus after that date are human 
and probable, and more varied than those 
given to the earlier gurus. Thus 53 Acharyas 
from Vidyaghana I to Chandrasekara VI, 
cupy a period of 1,636 years, with «en 
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Acharyas from Sarvajnatman to Sachchit- 
ghana, occupy a period of 748 years, with 
an average of 68 years each. We have the 
unusually long periods of 112 and 96 years 
allotted to the. first tivo heads of the matha, 
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and a remarkable succession of 63, 81,69, ©) 
and 83 years, for the next four. Bui if ™ 
these early dates appear to be fanciful, 
the whole chronology. cannot be vitiated 
thereby; for, a considerable numb&sin the 
later dates can be verified by independent 
: evidence. . 

Proceeding from the end, and mentioning 
only the more important synchronisms : rae 

(1) We have copper-plate grants given by > 
the Vijayanagar Emperors, Nrisimhadeva Raya 
(14951509), and Krishnadeva Raya (1599— 
30), to Mahadeva IV (1498—1507), and to his 
‘two next successors (1507—39). . 

(2) Madhava; sometime minister to Bukka 
I, King of Vijayanagar (1354—79), was a pupil - 
of Vidyatirtha (1297—1385). 

(3) Advaitananda Bodha alas Chidvilasa 
(1166-—1200), is *said to have defeated in 
argument Sri Harsha, author of Ahansdaie- 
Khanda-khadyé,and Naishadha (1174-1200). 

_ (4) Chandrasekhara ITI alias Chandrachtda 
(1098—1166), is said to have defeated Hema- 
charya, the Jain teacher, in the court of 
Kumarapala Vidyalola, a Chalukya prince of 
fs the Anhilvad dynasty (1143-72); and to 
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have been attended by King Jayasimna of 
Kashmir (1127—49). 

(5) Bodha II (1061—1098) was the same 
as Somadeva, the author of Katha-saril-sagara 
predecs 3082), and a contemporary of King 
Kalasa of Kashmir (1063—89). 

~ (6) Sachchidvilasa (840—73) was served 


by’ Anandavardhana, the. author of Divan, 


who lived under King Avantivarman of 


Kashmir (855884). 


“*(7) Sankara V (788—840) is said to have 
ascended the Sarvajna-pitha in Kashmir, 
in’ the reign of Vinayaditya Jayapida (779— 
813). 

(8) Sachchitsukha (481-512) is said to 
have converted: Aryabhatta, the astronomer, 
from atheism. The latter fixed the beginning 
of the Kali-ywga, in the year A.D. 499. 

(9) Sankara IV (398—437) was served by 
Vikramaditya the Great, ‘Sakari’ (375—413). 

At the same time, there are”some discre- 
pancies in our chronology 

(1) Surendra (375-83) is said to have 
overcome a Charvaka named Durdidivi, in the 
court of Surendra, a nephew ot Narendraditya 
of Kashmir. The latter is placed by Stein, on 
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‘numismatic evidence,’ in the fifth or sixth 


century A.D. Kalhana’s dates are very confused 
about this time; and the Kanchi chronology 
may be more rehable. ; ) 

(2} There is a slight discrepanéy« in the 


date assigned to Matrigupta. Here again, 


Kalhana may be wrong. in saying that 
Matrigupta lived only. for ten years after 
abdication. He might have heard only of his 
ten years’ life in Benares as Jagadguru, and 
overlooked the obscurer years that the latter 
spent between the throne and the pitha. 

(3) Brahmanandaghana I (655—68) 1 


said to have been served by clea: 


Muktapida of Kashmir and by Bhavabhuti. 
The Rajatarangint assigns 699— 735 to this 
king; but Stein makes it 725—60. 

None of these are serious, as the 
external dates with which the -Kanchi dates 
do not tally are themselves uncertain. They 
all belong to the early part of our chronology ; 
and there is the possibility of the sequence of 
succession at this period having been wrongly 
handed down. : 

(4) Butthe same cannot be said of the error 
in connection with the date of Vidyaghana III’s 
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death. Here, either the date of Vidyaghana’s — 


niryana, or that of Sankara V’s birth (A.D. 788) 


must be wrong. Our authorities make the suc- 


cessor to be dorn after the death of his 


predecessor. . 
- 44. The Dvaraka Chronology.’ It is re- 
markable that both the Kanchi and the 


Dvaraka chronologies assign about the same 
date to Sri Sankara, viz., the fifth century B.C. ; 


with this curious difference, that the year.of < 


his wiryaua according to the one (475 B.C.) is 
the year in which he was born according to 
the other. Both of them agree in assigning 
long periods for the earlier gurus, and more 
reasonable ones for the later. But I have not 
been able to check the dates of the Dvaraka 
Matha, as I have not the materials for it, but 
have seen only a bare table of the names and 


dates of the Gurus.’ What is important, how- 


ever, from our point of view, is the fact that

the Dvaraka chronology assigns the same 

number of Acharyas for about the same period 
of time, as our chronology, v/z., 61 up to A.D. 
1704, It is a good confirmation of the latter. 

12. The Sringeri Chronology ‘is both de- 
fective and inaccurate, Suresvaracharya, the 
first head of the matha is assigned 800 years. 
This has led some scholars to bring down the 
date of Sri Sankara by that period. According 
to this chronology, Sri Sankara is given a 
more acceptable date, viz., 44-12 B.c. But 
the 800 years assigned ig Suresvaracharya 
have to be accounted for; and the correct 
explanation must be the one given by the 
author of Suvshama, and not that the death of 


. Suresvaracharya was antedated so as to push 


back the age of Sri Sankara. After the IX 
successor of Suresvaracharya, the Sringeri 
matha had ceased to exist for some 800 years. 
It was restored at the time of Vidyaranya, in 
the fourteenth century, when also were founded 
8 other mathas in the Canarese country as 
bulwarks against the growing influence of 
Madhvas. ‘To fill up the gap, they have 
assigned the period of the interregnum to 
‘The Theosophist, Vol. XIV, pp. 253—56, 
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Suresvaracharya, the first head of the matha. 
The fact of its restoration by Vidyaranye is 
attested by his name ‘ Vidyaranya’ or ‘ Vidya- 
sankara’?*? which its Srimukha still bears, 
along with those of Virapakshi, Pushpagiri, 
Alampuri, and other recent mathas estab- 
lished by him. . Vidyasankara, the successor of 
Narasimha Tirtha, who is assigned 105 years 
(1228—1333), in the Sringeri calendar, is said 
to have died: in 491 S. &. (A.D. 569), at 


Nirmala, near Bassein on the Bombay coast, 


where he had gone for a sea-bath, and where 
a fair is still held on the anniversary of his 
death, on the Aartika-sukla-trayodasi, every 
year. Now, the difference between the two 
dates (1333 and A.D. 569) is 764 years, and 
this is the extent of the gap between the Xx 
head of the Sringeri matha and its restora- 
tion by Vidvarenya; and it is a remarkable 
corroboration of Atmabodha’s statement that 
the matha had. ceased to exist for about § cen- 
turies. He was-evidently not aware of the 
allotment of this period to Suresvaracharya :

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for he would have mentioned and refuted it, 
if he had heard of it. The bringing down of 
the successors of Suresvaracharya by 800 
years so as to dovetail their dates to that of 
Bharati Krishna, the X head, must have there- 
fore been done subsequent to Atmabodha’s 
time; and the periods assigned to the first 
nine occupants of the Sringeri matha are 
purely fanciful.’ 
~The Puri matha has had 142 Acharyas up 
_till now; but here again we have only a list 
of names, and:no particulars about them; and 
I.am not at present able to account for the 
large number of the gurus in this matha. 

I have briefly compared the chronology of the 
Kanchi matha with those of other mathas, 
and shown that, on the whole, they corroborate 
the former, the Sringeri chronology doing so 
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inspite of its defects. Sri Sankara is reputed

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| CHAPTER II 
THE PREDECESSORS OF SRI SANKARA 


A Gaudapadacharya. It is customary 
to trace the Adhyatma-vidya of which Sri 
Sankara was the most brilliant exponent, from 
Paramesvara, through Mahavishnu, Brahma, 
and the sages, ‘Vasishtha, Sakti, Parasara, 
Vyasa and Suka, to Gaudapada and Govinda, 
the immediate predecessors of the great 
Acharya. But it will be sufficient to begin 
with Gaudapadacharya, whom we know from 
the words of Sri Sankara himself to be his 
parama-guru, OF teacher’s teacher. He is the 
author of the Kariha on the Mand ahkya-Upa- 
nishat, and commentaries cn the Utlaragita 
and Sankhya-karihi. His life and that of his 
pupil, Govinda, are shrouded in obscurity. 
The traditional account of their lives is pre- 
served in Patanjali Charitra by Ramabhadra 


Dikshita. | give it for what it is worth. 
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Once, Patanjali was teaching the Afuia- 
bhashya to his many pupils from behind a 
screen. Wondering how he was able to teach 
so many of them simultaneously, they peeped 
into the curtain, and saw Adi-sesha himself 
with his 1,000 heads and 2,000 tongues ; but 
they were all burnt up by the poison which 
he emitted in his wrath. at their irreverent 
curiosity. One of the pupils who had left the 
place now returned and begged to be forgiven. 
For his milder offence of going away in the 
midst of a lesson, he was cursed to become a 
Brahina-rakshas, the curse to cease when he 
found an apt pupil for his grammatical love ; 
and Patanjali deparied from this world soon 
after. The surviving pupil, the sole repositary 
of the Mahdbhashve, became a devil, ealing 
up any one who answered “* Pachitam” to 
his question, “ Whai form does ‘pach’ take 
in ‘nishth2’??” Thus he spent a long time 
till, one day, his would-be prey answered 
‘pakvam, and thereby revealed his apiness 
to receive instruction in the Maha-bhashya. 
He was a Brahman from Ujjain of the name 
of Chandra. To him Patanjali’s pupil imparted 
all his knowledge of the ‘Great commentary,’

which was hastily scrawled by the student on 
the leaves of the banyan tree on which the 
master had ‘been living “all these years. 
Gathering up the precious leaves in his upper 
cloth, Chandra returned to Ujjain. On his 
way, he fell in love with a Sadra girl, and 
married her along with three others belonging 
respectively to the three higher castes. He 
had four sons by his four wives-—Vararuchl, 
Vikrama, Bhatti, and Bhartri Hari. The last 
was the most learned of them; and to him 
Chandra taught Patanjali’s Afahabhashya; and 
Bhartri Hari became a great grammarian. But, 
owing to his conceit, his greatest work (Harika- 
riha?), consisting of 125,000 couplets, is now lost. 

The erring pupil of Patanjali, being now 
freed from the curse, met Suka, son of Sv 
Vyasa, and was ordained into Sanyasa by him. 
He went and lived in the Himalayas, greatly 
honoured by Pravriti, the Sakya King of 
Takshasila, and by Apalinya, Damisa, and 
other Aparantya yosis. He is said to have 
converted Ayarchya, a Buddhist chief of the 
Himalayan region '; and he ordained Chandre, 


> These details, RAtmabodha says, are to be found 
in Gaudapadollasa, probably 4 life of Gaudapada. 
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his former pupil, into Sanyasa under the name 
of Govinda. The latter part of the tradition, 
alluded to in the Giru-raina-mala, indicates a 
movement with Gaudapada at its head to 
combat the prevalent heresies of Buddhism 
and Jainism. Gaudapada probably lived in 
the first century B.C. . 

2. Govinda Bhagavatpada was the gram- 
marian Chandra who, having renounced the 
world, now lives in a hermitage on the banks 
of the Narmada with his son Bhartri Hari, who 
in turn is not only a grammarian, but a great 
Brahma-jnani, and has given up a kingdom. 
To Govinda Bhagavatpada came Sri Sankara 
after he had renounced. the world, for formal 


initiation to Sanyasa. That he was Sri 


Sankara’s guru there is-no doubt, as the latter 
always speaks of him with respect and humility. 
But the identification of Chandra, the gram- 
marian, with Sri Sankara’s. guru rests on mere 
tradition. All that we can gather from the latter 
is that, probably the knowledge of the Afaha- 
bhishva had-been somehow lost after the time 
of its author, and was restored to the world 
by Chandra. He is said to have introduced

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CHAPTER III 


LIFE OF THE GREAT SANKARACHARYA - 


1. India at the time of our Acharya’s 
advent. Meanwhile, the World had drifted 
away from the Vedic path due to the advan- 
cing kai age; and this sacred land was overriin 
by innumerable warring sects. Chief among 
them were—(1) Buddhisin, showing already 
signs of decay; (2) ¥arnism, with a tendency 
to replace Buddhism here and there; (3) the 
Kapalika sect, given up to drink and human 
sacrifice; (4) Tantric sects, following the left- 
hand path, and indulging in objectionable 

_ practices; (5) the Firewvorshippers, by which J 
iS probably meant the custom of branding

images and symbols on different parts of the 
body, which seems to have been universal in 
the time of Sri Sankara; (6) the worship of ¢he 
Sun and the -Afoon, in non-Vedic forms, intro- 
dyced’ by foreign invaders; and (7) many 
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other objectionable cults and practices adopted 
from the aboriginal populations. 
2. The birth of Sri Sankava. ‘To wean the 
world from such heresies and harmfu] Ways, and 
bring it back to the true Dharma, Siva himself 
was born as the son of Sivaguru and Aryamba, 
in the village of Kalatiin the Kerala country. 
According to the tradition preserved in the. 
Kamakoti matha, Sri Sankara was born in the 
month of Vaisatha of the year Nandana, 2598 
Kati,! corresponding to 508.B.c. of the Christ- 
ian Era. I have already said that the date is 
a not acceptable, as it is too early.in view of the 
position given to Buddhism and other sects 
even in the Vedanta: Sitrus ; and the.date : 
commonly accepted nowadays (A.D. 788), is Ls 
too late, as a number of Sri Sankara’s suc- 
cessors are known to have lived before that: so 
that, the end of the first century a.p. is 
probably the correct period.

father having died soon after his Upanrvana, 
he took his mother’s permission to renounce 
the world, and went to Govinda Bhagavatpada

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for formal initiation into Sanyasa. Having 
studied the Vedanta under his Guru, he went 
to Benares, the» centre in all ages of Hindu 
culture and learning, where he soon dis- 
tinguished himself as a great teacher and 
expounder of the Vedanta philosophy. Here, 
he should have completed his major works— 
the Vedanta- -Stitra-Bnashya, the Gila- re 
and the Upanishat- -Biashyas. 

4, Meeting with Kumarila Bhatta. Next, 
Sri Sankara set out on a Digvijaya, or tour 
round India, to fight out heresies and re- 
establish the Aryan faith. From Benares, he 
would have proceeded to Magadha in the East; 
which was then ruled by the Andhra King 
Hala. But news was brought of the approach- 
ing end of Kumarila Bhatta. The latter was 
believed to have been an incarnation of 
Skanda; and had preceded Sri Sankara to re- 
establish the authoritv of the Piru Afimamsa, 
as the latter was born to vindicate that of the 
Uliara Afimamsa, against the onslaughts of 
the Buddhists. Hindu Dharma is twofold in 
its nature, consisting of the Prawriffj- 
marga, or the way of the world, to be followed 
by the eer majority of men, each according 
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to his bent (adhikara); and Nivritli-marga, or 
the way of renunciation, to be followed by the 
few who are fit to seek final emancipation. 
Kumarila. was an advocate of the former, and 
Sri Sankara of the latter. The former defend- 


‘ed the sanctity of orthodox ritual and practice 


against -the unbelieving Buddhists; and the 
latter tried to show how Hindu philosophy can 


satisfy all intellectual needs and was consistent . 
with the highest reason. Kumiérila had, dis- . 


guised : himself as a Buddhist to learn the 
doctrine of the heretics, and had afterwards 


sought’ to ruin them ‘with the help of his 
knowledge. He was technically guilty of the 


offence of betraying his preceptors; and he 
wanted to expiate his sin by burning himself 
in a slow fire of grain-husk. But he had heard 
of his more illustrious contemporary, and 
wanted to meét him before he died with the 
satisfaction that his task would be continued 
by a more worthy agent. 

_ § Conversion of Mandana Misra. Sri 
Sankara accordingly turned west, and reached 
Prayag in time to see the great champion of 
the Aarma sjfarga alive. He vainly tried to 
dissuade him from self-destruction, and the 
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latter directed Sri Sankara to meet his famous 
pupil and advocate of Mimamsa ‘doctrine, 
Mandana Misra. Sri Sankara met Mandana 
in Padmavana, defeated him in argument, and 
initiated him into Sanyasa which he had hither- 
to despised. In ‘him, the great. Vedantic 
teacher obtained a very able advocate for his 
Views, aS was soon shown, when kis former 
opponent turned his scholarship and learning 
in defence of the new doctrine, and wrote his 
famous Naishkarmya-siddhi, according to which 
salvation is to be obtained by knowledge alone, 
and not by action. aaah oh 2 

6. Digvijaya. Sri Sankara next proceeded 
to Badarikasrama’ in the Himalayas, and there 
met his grand-teacher, Gaudapadacharya. He 
next proceeded to Kailasa, and brought 
from there five tingas which he afterwards 


* Badari must have been connected with Vedantic 


‘teaching from the earliest times, especially in the 


days of its obscurity preceding its revival by Sri 
Sankara. It is associated with the name of the 
author of the Vedanta Sttras (Badarayana), Gauda- 
pida meets Suka, the custodian of Sri Vydsa’s 
teachings, here; and he lives in its neighbourhood: 
Sti Sankara comes to meet him here, and probably - 
wrote the Stlra-bhashya here.

his Digvijaya. He had vanquished ‘all 
opponents, and was about to occupy the seat, 


when. he was prevented by the presiding bs 


deity. (Sarasvati), on account of his ignorance 
in one important branch of human knowledge, 
viz., the science of Love or Erotics, for he had 
taken orders as abachelor.. Consequently, the 
great Acharya had to learn the theory and 


practice of that art by entering the body of 


another, which he did by. his yogic powers. 
9.. The founding of Mathas. © Having 


‘vindicated his claim to the Sarvajna-pitha — 
thereby, he established a matha with religious . 
“jurisdiction over the whole of India. It is 


known as the Sdrada matha, and the seat as 


’The Sarvajna-pitha was a Kashmir institution 
of a later date, of which country Sarada ts the 
guardian deity. It attracted Indian scholars of 
repute from far and near for several centuries. 
There is no evidence that Sri Sankara ever visited 


Kashmir, or that the institution was in existence . 


in bis time. The account given in Madhava’s 
Sankara-vijaya is a confusion between Sri Sankara 


and his successor of the same name who lived.in 


the ninth century A.D. 
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the Kama-koti-pttha ; and Sri Sankara was its ' 
first occupant. He founded also other mathas 


in Badari in the norih, Dva@resa in the west, 
Sringeri in the south, and Puri (Jagannath) 
in the east; with Totaka, Padma-pada, Prithivi- 
dhava, and Hastamaiaka, as their respective 
heads.

But still, the 
opposite party would not yield: and Sri 
Sankara, in the bitterness of his heart, 
vowed that his Sira-Bhashya should re- 
main without a Vartika, vather than that 
it should be written by anyone else but 
Suresvaracharya. So, when Padmapada 
wrote a_ large commentary on the Satra- 
Bhashya during his tour in the south, on which 
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he had gone alone owing to the edplure wi 


the Guru, the work was oe along with his 
own house by his unele, a Prabhéxara Mimam- 


saka, to whom the nephew had entrusted the 


manuscript for a time. After that, the re- 
pentent pupil returned to the master, to whom 
he narrated the doleful tale, and by whose

Sanandana; and he was a native of Southern 
India—Chidambaram, according to Chidvilasa, 
the author of one of the Sankaravijayas. He 
had joined the master in Benares, and was 
one of the earliest of his disciples. He soon 
became a favourite of the Guru; and this 
was not liked by the other pupils. Through 
his faith in the Guru, he was able io walk 
right across the waters of the Ganges, from 
which lotuses sprang up to support his 
feet. Hence his name—‘ Padma-pada’ (the 
‘Lotus-footed’). As we have seen, he is 
the author of the Pancha-padika, only a 
fragment of which has come down to us.; 
He is claimed as the first head of the Govar- | 
dhana matha in Puri. 

45. Hastamalaka is said to have been a 

congenital deaf-mute. When brought before the 
Guru, the latter asked “ Who art thou, child?” 
etc. The child answered in high Advaita 
style, “] am not man, god, or demigod,—I 
am the ever-lasting self, the sole director of 
the senses and the mind,” etc. The answer 
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forms a set of 13 beautiful verses called 
Hastamalakastotra, to which Sri Sankara 
himself is said to have written a commen- 
jtary. He was the first head of the Dvaraka 
: matha. _ : . 

: 16. Totaka was so called because, when he 
‘went to the Guru first, he praised him in the 
iTotaka metre. He was also called Anandagiri, 
‘(not to be confounded with the commentator 
'on Sri Sankara’s Bhashyas). He was the 
' first head of the Jyotir-matha in Badari. 
Among the other pupils, Chitsukha is said to 
have been born almost in the same village 


as Sri Sankara, a companion of the Guru in 
all his tours, and an eye-witness of all his 


achievements. He was the author of a 
Brihachchankara-Vijaya which, if extant, 
would be of immense value. . 

17. The works of Sri Sankara. A large 
number of works said to have been written 
by the great Acharya have come down to 
us. Of these, the most important are the 
Bhashyvas on the Prasthana-traya, viz: I. The 
Bhishya onthe Pedanta-sitras of Badarayana; 
Il. the Bhashya on the Bhagavid-Gila; and 
Il. the Bhashyas on the ten Upanishats— 
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1. /sa, 2. Kena, 8. Katha, 4. Prasna, 5. 
Mundaka, 6. Mandikya, 7. Aitareya, 9. 
Tattiriya, 9. Chhandogya, and 10. Briha- 
darauvake, The fact that there is a gloss on 
these works by Anandajnana, (wrongly 
called Ananda-gir), pupil of Suddhananda, 
is very important in determining their 
authenticity, on account of his proximity 
to the great Guru.’ An attempt to collect 
all. the works going under the name of Sri 
Sankara has been made in the Memorial 
Edition of his. works published by the Sri Vani 
Vilas Press, Srirangam. The collection is by no 
means exhaustive, ‘for we have quite a number 
still going under Sri Sankara’s name, not 
included in it, Nor. is it easy to say which 
among the minor works are genuine, and 
which spurious. It is certain that some of 
them at least are not genuine. There have, 
been a number of the great Acharya’s succes- 
sors, distinguished for their piety, learning, 
and literary gifts; and their Sfofras and 
Prakarauas have passed in course of time under . 
the name of Sri Sankara. Thus—

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(1) Svalma-Niriipaua is the game as 
Bodharya, a work of Sadasiva Brahmendra. It 
is said thal ii was written by Sarvajna Sadasiva 
to instruct Pravira Setupati, Raja of Ramnad; 
but Atma-bodha says, it was really written by 
Sadasiva Brahmendra in the name of his 
Parama-Guru. , 

(2) Devyaparadha-kshamapana-stotra (5), 

says that the author was over 85 years. Can 
this be Sri Sankara? It seems that it was not 
included in the Srirangam collection because 
of this. If so, can : 
(3) Anandalahari belong to him? Look 
at the similarity of expression and ideas, and 
you must conclude that both belong to the 
same writer. 

(4) Saundarya-lahart (75), contains an 
allusion to Tiru Jnana Sambandha, the Saiva 
saint; and from this, an attempt has been 
made to fix Sri Sankara’s date in the eighth 
century A.D. Jnana Sambandha’s date ‘is 
known beyond doubt on Epigraphical data ; 
and it would be idle to explain the pass- 
age as referring to Sri Sankara himself, and 
not to the saint. But too long a tradition 
has attributed the poem to our Acharya— 
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it is said that there are 35 commentaries 
on it.’ 

(5) Stva-bhujangam (13) distinctly refers 
to the Saiva saints Sundara, Siru-tonda, and: 
Chandikesa; and 

(6) Stvananda-lahari (83) to Kannappa 
Nayanar. All these s/olras reveal an intimate 
acquaintance with South Indian Saivism, and 
a knowledge of South Indian temples ;* which 
cannot be explained except on the supposition 
that Sri Sankara lived in Southern India for 
a considerable time ; but we have no evidence 
that he did so. And, not merely knowledge 
of Saivism—the writer of these s/o¢ras seems 
to be thoroughly Saivite in sentiment as 
well. 

“Ts this appropriate, Oh Great Siva! Ocean 
of Mercy! that, when Brahma and Vishnu 


‘Verse 31 says that Siva, though he had already 
revealed tu (he world the 64 faniras, “ was compell- 
ed by Thee to take down with him (lit. to ‘incarnate’)} 
this fantra also”. Does this not refer to the tradi- 
tion that Sri Sankara was an incarnation of Siva, 
and that he brought down with him the Saundarya- 
lahari, (at least the first 40 verses of it) ? If so, can 
it be from the pen of the Acharya himself ? 

"Cf. Steénanda-lahart: (50, 51); Subrahmanya- 
bhujangem (7); and Dasa-slokt (7). 
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have, assuming animal forms, been wandering 
in vain through earth and heaven, to see thy 
head and feet, thou hast, Oh Lord Sambhu! 
appeared before me?” (Sivanunda-lahari, 99.) 
This is more after the manner of the sectarian 
saints than of the catholic Acharya that 
Sri Sankara was. ; 

(7) Nristha-pirva-lapanyu pantshaé- 
Bhashya. Doubt is expressed by the 


‘Anandasrama editor of the book as to its 


authorship, owing to its not being included 
in Sri Sankara’s Bhashyas by the writer of 
the dMadhaviya Sankara-vijaya. Probably 
that is also the reason for its being not 
included in the Memorial Edition. If so, 
there is no justification for the inclu- 
sion of 

(8) Prapancha-sara Tantra; for, the 
writer of the last work refers to this as 
having been written by him. This, like 
Saundarya-lahari, has had a long line of 
commentators who have not questioned its 
authenticity. It is said also that Padma-pada 
wrole a commentary on it, (quoted often by

THE SUCCESSORS OF SRI SANKARA 
IN. KANCHI

age of boys has gone up slightly; but, a generation 
ago, proposals for the marriage of Brahman boys 
were generally made when they were only 12 to 14 
years of age; and most of them were married before 
they were 15 or 16 years. The heads of the Kanchi 
matha- must be unmarried when they are admitted 
into the fourth order, as Sri Sankara, the first of the 


Acharyas, entered Sanyasasrama as a Brahmachari. 
This explains the long ages that some of the suc- 
cessors of Gangadhara I attained, a part of which 
they must have spent as heads of the matha. For, 
it is also a custom generally observed in these 
mathas, that the successor is appointed only at 
the death, (or a little before it), of the previous 


guru. An Acharya who is given only 20 years 
in the chronology, must have died young, say, 
about 30 or 35. When one remembers also the 
quiet, celebate lives that they led, one need 
not be surprised at the aversge of 30 years that 
we get for the successors of Gangadhara I. But it 
is doubtful if the practice of early ordination pre- 
vailed from the very beginning. Probably, a 
smaller average will suffice in the case of Ganga: 
dhara’s predecessors. So thal, the date we have 
provisionally fixed for Sri Sankara is not icrecon- 
cilable with the number of Acharyas in the Kanchi 
calendar. Thus, leaving oul Suresvaracharva, who 
did not occupy the Kanchti-piiha at all, we have 
12 Acharyas between Sri Sankara and Gangadhara I ; 
and, on an average of 20 years for each, we gel a 
total of 240 years for them. If ‘we deduct this
